Dear Mr. Schiano: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) / Privacy Act request dated 
August 30, 2019, and received by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
(ATF) on August 30, 2019, in which you requested records concerning a named individual who 
you allege is a Special Agent. Your request has been assigned number 2019-1451. Please refer 
to this number on any future correspondence. 

I have decided to neither confirm or deny the existence of such records pursuant to Exemptions 6 
& 7(C) of the FOIA. 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), (7)(C). Even to acknowledge the existence of 
records that reveal the identity of a Special Agent could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This is our standard response to such requests and 
should not be taken to mean that records do, or do not, exist. 

Since you have not provided any documentation that would demonstrate your right to access the 
records of a third party, we cannot disclose any information should such information exist. If 
you can obtain consent or provide proof of death, ATF may be able to release responsive 
documents should they exist. I am enclosing Form DOJ-361, Certification of Identity, for your 
convenience. Please return it, along with your request, to the Disclosure Division. You may 
mail your documents to 99 New York Avenue, NE, Room 4.E-301, Washington, DC 20226.

In light of these circumstances, I am administratively closing your request in this Office. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a 
standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
